EPSOM and Ewell Borough 
Council has written to Greg 
Clarke MP, Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 
Government, reluctantly 
accepting a proposed mul¬ 
ti-year financial settlement 
which details the money the 
Council will receive from the 
Government up to April 2020. 

Currently the Revenue 
Support Grant (RSG), the 
money councils receive from 
central Government for the 
year ahead, is revealed a cou¬ 
ple of months before the start 
of the financial year. As part 
of the December 2015 spend¬ 
ing review, the Secretary of 


State for Communities and 
Local Government made an 
offer to councils to take up a 
four-year funding settlement 
for the period 2016-17 to 2019- 
20. In order to accept this 
offer, councils had to respond 
this month. 

The multi-year settlement 
is intended to provide fund¬ 
ing certainty and stability 
for local authorities; ena¬ 
bling more proactive plan¬ 
ning of service delivery and 
to support collaboration with 
partners. 

However, for several coun¬ 
cils this year’s provisional 
RSG announcement came as 
an unwelcome surprise. The 
reduction in RSG is much 
deeper and faster, and fifteen 
councils across England, in¬ 
cluding Epsom Council will

lose all their RSG over two som will receive no RSG at 
years not four, in 2018-19, Ep- all. To make the financial sit¬ 


uation worse the Government 
has decided in 2019-20 Epsom 
Council is required to pay 
back £620,000 to them. 

Councillor Eber Kington, 
chairman of the council’s 
strategy and resources com¬ 
mittee, said: “It is unfair and 
unreasonable of the Govern¬ 
ment to say that, in 2019-20 
EEBC will have to pay them 
£620K. 

“That is the equivalent of 
Epsom and Ewell residents 
paying an 11.5 per cent in¬ 
crease in the council tax to 
pay for services elsewhere in 
the country. 

“However, we have to either 
accept the four-year deal as it 
is and with certainty about 
the exact level of our future 
funding, or take a chance 
with annual pronouncements 


of grant funding that could 
be worse should the economy 
falter or the Government de¬ 
termines that it needs to take 
more from local authorities 
unprotected by that four-year 
deal. 

“And with that threat of 
further reduced funding we 
felt we had little choice but to 
accept. 

“But acceptance does not 
mean that we agree with the 
Government’s offer and we 
will continue to argue for a re¬ 
vised final year settlement”. 

In order to meet the finan¬ 
cial challenges over the four- 
year term, this Council will 
continue to reconfigure its 
services and charges, reduce 
operating costs and look at 
ways to generate greater in¬ 
come. 


Welcome news as number of youngsters arrested by police falls by one-third 


ARRESTS of children in 
Surrey has fallen by almost 
a third in four years, new 
figures from a penal reform 
charity reveal. 

Surrey Police arrested 
1,338 boys and girls aged 17 
and under during 2015 - down 
from 1,974 arrests in 2011. 

The Howard League for 
Penal Reform applauded the 
force for its work to keep chil¬ 
dren out of the criminal jus¬ 


tice system. The force point¬ 
ed to the work of officers in 
its Community Safety Units 
who work with the Youth 
Support Service to help man¬ 
age young people as one of 
the reasons for the falling ar¬ 
rest rate. 

Surrey also operates a 
Youth Restorative Interven¬ 
tion Scheme through which 
options other than a criminal 
charge may be considered in 


cases where a young person 
admits committing an of¬ 
fence. 

A Surrey Police spokesper¬ 
son said: “We’re so pleased 
that our determination to 
keep as many children out 
of custody as possible is pay¬ 
ing off. Prevention is always 
better than cure, but when of¬ 
fences are committed our ap¬ 
proach is focused on helping 
young people to face the con¬ 


sequences of their actions, 
getting the best outcome for 
victims and restoring any 
harm done. Seeking to pre¬ 
vent future offences is always 
at the forefront of our deci¬ 
sion making.” 

The falling arrest rate of 
children in Surrey was part 
of a nationwide trend over 
the last few years. 

Across England and Wales, 
there was a 58 per cent re¬ 


duction of the number of 
children arrested over the 
last five years, according to 
the Howard League for Penal 
Reform. 

Frances Crook, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Howard League 
for Penal Reform, said: “I ap¬ 
plaud Surrey Police for their 
success in reducing child ar¬ 
rests. The Howard League is 
proud to have played its part 
in a significant change to the 


policing and life chances of 
children. 

“It is particularly gratify¬ 
ing that, across England and 
Wales, the reduction in child 
arrests matches exactly the 
reduction in custody for chil¬ 
dren, and it is no coincidence. 
We have stemmed the flow of 
children into the justice sys¬ 
tem and the consequential 
downward spiral into crime 
and custody.” 


Prison for motorist involved in fatality 


A DRUNK driver from Ashtead 
has been jailed after killing 
another motorist in a head-on 
smash while nearly twice the le¬ 
gal alcohol limit. 

Mercedes driver Gary Holm¬ 
es, 44, of Ottways Lane, crashed 
into Keith Roberts’ Mazda 
sports car on the A24 in Leath- 
erhead in the early hours on De¬ 
cember 13, 2014. 

Holmes was jailed for four 
years on Monday after being 
found guilty at Isleworth Crown 
Court of causing death by care¬ 
less driving. 

The court heard Holmes had 


met a friend for drinks in Leath- 
erhead after a busy day working 
and the two men had a meal be¬ 
fore going to a nightclub. 

Later, Holmes decided to drive 
home despite the offer of a bed 
for the night. 

Two miles from home he 
failed to make a turn on the A24 
and crashed into Mr Roberts 
who was driving in the opposite 
direction. 

Both drivers were taken to 
hospital but Mr Roberts, who 
was in his 50s, later died from 
his injuries. Detective Sergeant 
Gary Wright, who was the 


investigating officer for Sur¬ 
rey Police, said: “Mr Roberts’ 
death was solely down to the 
bad choices Holmes made that 
evening. He also tried to claim 
he had not drunk that much 
which the judge dismissed as 
‘patently absurd’. 

“The judge described Holmes’ 
driving as ‘not far from danger¬ 
ous’ and also rejected a claim 
by his defence that a previously 
undiagnosed sleep apnoea con¬ 
dition had been responsible for 
the collision.” 

Holmes was also disqualified 
from driving for seven years. 



More homeowners express backland fears 


OTHER homeowners fear 
gardens will be lost if another 
backland development gets the 
go-ahead. 

Residents living off the 
Reigate Road, fear planning 
permission could be given for 
one house in Downs Wood to be 
demolished for access to build 
12 houses behind gardens in 
Yew Tree Bottom. 

This follows an article in last 


week’s Epsom Guardian where 
residents expressed concerns 
over plans to demolish two 
homes, off the Chessington 
Road, to make way for eight new 
properties. 

A council spokesman later 
told us: “The application has 
been formally received by 
the council and is now going 
through the legal process 
required. 


“We welcome the views of 
local residents (both for and 
against the proposal). 

“These should be made either 
in writing or via the council 
website. 

“All views received will be 
considered by councillors 
within the context of planning 
legislation. 

“Inputs need to be received by 
the council by December 20.”

AN NHS trust has won an 
award for its work helping 
people with learning disa¬ 
bilities access psychological 
therapies. 

Surrey and Borders Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation 
Trust (SABP) won the diver¬ 
sity and equality in service 
delivery award at the Positive 
Practice in Mental Health 
Awards earlier this month. 

The ceremony took place 
on October 13 at the HG Wells 
Centre in Woking. 

The trust’s community 
learning disabilities team 
has trained SABP staff how 
to work with people with 
learning disabilities and 
redesigned materials used 
in therapy to better suit the 
needs of people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities. 

People with learning disa¬ 
bilities are often more prone 
to conditions such as anxiety 
or depression. 

They often struggle to ac¬ 
cess services that could pro¬ 
vide treatment because of 


referral systems that are not 
user friendly for people with 
learning disabilities and 
telephone screening calls 
that some people struggle to 
engage with, according to a 
SABP spokesman. 

Since the trust started the 
project, recovery rates for 
people with learning disabil¬ 
ities completing their treat¬ 
ment have almost doubled 
from 25 to 46 per cent - bring¬ 
ing them in line with the 
national average for talking 
therapies in general. 

Dr Karen Dodd, co-director 
of Services for People with 
Learning Disabilities, said: 
“We are delighted to have 
won this award. 

“A great deal of work has 
been put in so that people 
with learning disabilities can 
have better access to, as well 
as a better chance of complet¬ 
ing, the therapies which will 
improve their mental wellbe¬ 
ing. 

“To be rewarded for this 
work is a bonus.” 


A BEREAVED mother is 
determined to “bring some 
good” from the murder of 
her son by raising money for 
a young Guyanan boy to un¬ 
dergo surgery to have the size 
of his swollen head reduced. 

Linda Bernard’s son Dom¬ 
inic was murdered shortly 
after arriving in the South 
American country in Octo¬ 
ber 2015. He had travelled to 
stay with cousins while pur¬ 
suing his ambition to be a 
film-maker. 

While travelling to Guy¬ 
ana for her 18-year-old son’s 
funeral and the ongoing trial 
into his murder, Mrs Bernard 
met Ephraim Collins, who 
has hydrocephalus - a build¬ 
up of fluid on the brain. The 
condition has caused seven- 
year-old Ephraim’s head to 
swell to a circumference of 
88cm. 

The NHS advises hydro¬ 
cephalus can usually be treat¬ 
ed by surgically implanting 
a thin tube into the brain to 
drain away the excess fluid.

If left untreated, it can be fa¬ 
tal. 

Mrs Bernard said: “I was 
going to Guyana with an ex¬ 
tremely heavy heart and not 
wanting to be there, but my 
heart softened for this little 
boy.” 

Now, Mrs Bernard is trying 
to help raise about £70,000 for 
a medically-chartered plane 
to take Ephrain to Spain, 
where a doctor has agreed to 
perform the operation. 

She had her hair, which 
had been growing for more 
than 30 years, cut off at The 
Hair Lounge in Cheam on 
Saturday, October 22. 

She is collecting donations, 


and pledging the proceeds to¬ 
wards the cost of the plane. 

“I firmly believe that out of 
my son’s memory, good will 
come,” Mrs Bernard said. 

Dominic moved to Epsom 
from Enfield when he was 
just one year old. 

He attended Downsend 
School in Leatherhead Road, 
Leatherhead, and then Ew¬ 
ell Castle School in Church 
Street, Ewell, where he reg¬ 
ularly played rugby for the 
school’s teams. 

He developed a passion for 
filmmaking and travelled to 
Timehri in Guyana on Octo¬ 
ber 14 last year to pursue his 
dream. Dominic disappeared 
shortly after arriving in the 
South American country 

He was supposed to return 
to England on November 5. 

Dominic’s badly decom¬ 
posed body was discovered 
in a shallow grave on Friday, 
January 8. 

His godbrother, Aaron 
Hing, 22, and 23-year-old 
Staymon George have been 
charged with the murder. 

The trial continues.

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Aspiring actor and West End star Kerry makes history 


A BUDDING theatre star from Chislehurst has be¬ 
come the first man of southeast Asian descent to star 
in the national UK tour of West End hit Chicago. 

Talented Kerry Spark, who nurtured his skills at 
the Bird College in Sidcup, is the understudy to Eas- 
tEnders actor John Partridge, who plays infamous 
lawyer Billy Flynn. 

Kerry, 25, faced a crowd of 2,500 people at the 
Millennium Centre in Cardiff in July as he took over 
Partridge's starring role in the musical and made it 
into the history books. 

But the south London thespian is used to pres¬ 
sure - he was also an understudy in 2014's box of¬ 
fice-smashing Miss Saigon. 

The musical, which is set in the backdrop of the 


Vietnam War, has broken UK box office records this 
week as the biggest ever screen debut of its kind. 

Kerry appeared alongside the rest of the cast 
in the film adaptation, which was recorded at the 
Prince Edward Theatre, London. As part of the 
success of Miss Saigon, he performed the song 
American Dream from the show in front of Prince 
William and Kate Middleton at the Royal Variety 
Performance. 

He said: “Chicago was a dream show after I 
saw the movie, so now, alongside Miss Saigon, I've 
ticked off two of my dream goals. 

"I feel that everyone has to start from somewhere, 
everyone has a dream so I tried not to let the pres¬ 
sure tell." 


Kerry moved to London from Brighton in 2007 
and spent years training at the Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Art and Royal School of Ballet. 

Kerry also spent three years training at Bird Col¬ 
lege in Sidcup and graduated in 2014 from the Royal 
Academy of Music. 

Soon afterwards, he landed the demanding role 
as an understudy for 19 of the cast of Miss Saigon. 

He added: “Miss Saigon is a musical that I've 
always wanted to be a part of. My mum's from Thai¬ 
land and my dad's English, I'm half Asian and half 
the story is set in Thailand." 

Kerry is continuing to tour the country with the 
Chicago cast, which finishes in Birmingham in De¬ 
cember.

mins)

HANDKERCHIEFS at the ready for director 
Derek Cianfrance's handsome period romance 
based on the novel by ML Stedman about a 
childless couple, who wrestle with an agonis¬ 
ing moral dilemma in the aftermath of the First 
World War. 

Veteran Tom Sherbourne (Michael Fassbend- 
er) accepts a position as a lighthouse keeper on 
the coast of Western Australia, where he falls 
in love with a local girl called Isabel Graysmark 
(Alicia Vikander). They eventually marry, but 
the couple's attempts to conceive end in heart¬ 
break. 

Shortly after Isabel miscarries for a second 
time, Tom stumbles upon a rowboat on the 
beach. Inside he finds a dead man and a mewl¬ 
ing baby girl.

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BANGLA Music Festival, returning to Lon¬ 
don for the fourth time, is being staged at 
Merton Art Space at Wimbledon library. The 
three month-long festival of world music was 
launched at the Wilson Room at the House of 
Commons on September 15.

The session at Merton Art Space in Wimble¬ 
don will showcase the grandeur of the lyrics of 
Tagore (the first non-European Bengali Nobel 
Laureate) and will include a glimpse of Bangla 
music influenced by Hindustani classical mu¬ 
sic. 

The festival is being organised by 'one of 
the leading Indian classical music promoters 
in the country (BBC Radio)', Saudha - the soci¬ 
ety of poetry and Indian music (www.saudha.

Service charges are usually 
one of the 'hidden costs' 
when it comes to buying a 
property. OnTheMarket.com 
reveals 10 top tips to avoid 
overlooking those additional 
fees. 

1) Make sure you have a 
clear written record of your 
liability for service charges: 

Owners of leasehold properties 
can be subject to service charges 
- particularly if they are living in 
a building such as an apartment 
block - where maintenance and 
other costs have to be shared 
with other residents. Owners of 
leasehold properties should read 
their leases carefully before signing 
on the dotted line. It is important 
to ask for clarification if you are 
unsure of your exact position 
regarding service charges. 

2) Know your rights: If you 
default on your service charges, 
your landlord can take you to 
court. The law also protects you 
from unscrupulous landlords 
trying to levy service charges of 
which they have not given proper 
notice. The UK Government website 
explains the legal basics. 

3) Make sure you have 
a detailed breakdown of 
service charges: The charges 
are made up of several different 
components, from maintenance 
and repair costs to buildings 


insurance and management fees. 

It is only by drilling down into the 
figures that you will be able to see 
whether the charges are fair and 
reasonable. 

4) Ask for details of service 
charges levied over the last 
five years: You can askyour 
estate agent or solicitor to help 
provide a breakdown of all service 
charges which previous residents 
have had to pay for your property. 
These former costs will give you 
a feel for how the property is 
managed and whether the charges 
follow a predictable pattern or vary 


dramatically from year to year. 

5) Establish whether 
there is a sinking fund: 

With many shared properties, 
the service charges include a 
contribution towards a sinking fund 
- money put aside to cover major 
maintenance works in the future. 
Annual contributions to sinking 
funds make good sense, but if they 
are set too low, the sinking fund 
will not serve the purpose for which 
it was established. 

6) Find out if there are 
any major building works 
pending: It is not uncommon for 


properties to need major building 
works, such as the replacement 
of a roof, which can result in 
a sudden sharp hike in service 
charges. Make sure there is 
nothing like that in the pipeline 
if you are buying a leasehold 
property. This is particularly 
true of large shared properties. 
"Maintenance to a block of 
apartments is normally carried out 
every three to five years, so if you 
are thinking of buying a property 
towards the end of this period, you 
should be wary," says Mark Davies 
of Strutt & Parker. 


7) If you are living 
in a building run by a 
management company, 
find out as much as you can 
about the company: It can be 
a good idea to ask for the minutes 
of the management company's 
last two or three AGMs. These will 
often alert you to potential service 
charge issues in the future. 

8) Make sure you have 
the contact details of 
someone who can answer 
your queries/deal with 
unforeseen problems 
affecting the common parts 


of the building: A quick phone 
call or email to the person directly 
responsible for the management 
of the building is far simpler than 
spending hours trying to find 
out who you need to speak to - 
especially if it is an urgent issue 
you require help with straight 
away. 

9) Remember the roof. 

In some shared properties, 
maintenance of the roof is the sole 
responsibility of the top-floor flat. 

In others, the cost is shared equally 
between all the properties in the 
building. It is important to know 
the score, whether you are 
living in the basement or the 
penthouse. 

10) And don't forget the 
lift! "If you are buying a property 
on the top floor of a small block of 
flats, bear in mind that, as you are 
the main beneficiary of the lift, you 
will be expected to pay a higher 
service charge than those on the 
ground floor," says Daniel Parrott 
of Strutt & Parker. 

Service charges are a fact of 
life. You would have to pay similar 
maintenance costs if you were 
living in a freehold property. But 
if you do your homework, the 
charges should not come as a 
nasty shock and you will have time 
to save for them.

BACKGROUND: Here, Lexus 
throws the kitchen sink at the 
mid-size luxury SUV sector, its 
NX zeroing in on the Audi Q5 
and BMW X3. The range hinges 
primarily around the 2.5-litre 
NX 300t hybrid and is offered in 
either front or all-wheel drive. The 
sharp looks and beautiful interior 
are sure to secure no shortage 
of orders and the 'Sport' variant 
now included in the range will be 
popular. 

EXPERIENCE: If there was 
one word that could best be 
used to describe Lexus, it's 
probably 'audacious'. This is a 
car manufacturer that doesn't 
recognise boundaries as many do. 

Its very first car was a tilt at 
the Mercedes-Benz S-Class, widely 
renowned at the time as the best 
car in the world.

The more typically 'Lexus' of the 
pair is the NX300h, powered by a 
proven Lexus 2.5-litre petrol engine, 
generator, motor and battery with 


a total system output of 195bhp. 
Offered in front and all-wheel drive 
versions, the NX 300h is equipped 
with one or two electric motors 


respectively. It also gets sprung- 
weight damping control to increase 
ride comfort and handling stability 
by reducing pitching when driving on 
uneven surfaces. 

Alternatively you could get the NX 
200t, powered by a 2.0-litre petrol 
turbo engine. Both all-wheel and 
front-wheel drive versions will be 
offered in some markets, but here it's 
being pitched as the sporty option 
and sold exclusively in all-wheel drive 
F Sport guise.

A lot of attention has gone 
into improving body rigidity, with 
extensive reinforcement of the 
underbody, additional bulkheads 
and weld points, and extra 
suspension braces. An Adaptive 
Variable Suspension system is 
offered, which talks to the car's 
Drive Mode Select system, to alter 
the level of damping force to improve 
ride comfort and improve body 
control.

Their positive start was 
rewarded with an early pen¬ 
alty from full-back Simon 
Hrbek. As is so often the case 
in rugby, the team, having 
scored conceded a penalty 
from the re-start. Sam Hurley 
gratefully accepted the op¬ 
portunity to level the scores. 

For Sutton & Epsom Sam 
Hurley came close to gaining 
the lead from a penalty. Mean¬ 
while the Davey Field fly-half 
Michael Gillick’s chip and 
chase under the posts was 
denied. However, after a pe¬ 
riod of sustained pressure 
the visitors’ valiant defence 
was breached with a try in 
the corner. Simon Hrbek con¬ 
verted from the touchline for 
Shelford to lead 10-3. 

The referee later penalised 
the Cambridgeshire pack at a 
scrum on the halfway line. To 
add to the punishment a yel¬ 
low card was issued. Jamie 
See kicked to touch and from 
the line out the forwards sus¬ 
tained a rolling maul for 30 


metres to under the posts. 
The ball was spread wide 
and Andy Matthews touched 
down in the corner. Sam 
Hurley narrowly missed the 
touchline conversion. 

The teams turned around 
with the home team leading 
10-8. Sutton & Epsom failed to 
make their numerical advan¬ 
tage pay further dividends, 
though with Matt Whitaker 
to the fore they had their best 
period of play 15 minutes 
into the second period. 

They failed to score from a 
wonderful position. To add to 
the frustration Matt Whitak¬ 
er sustained an injury and 
was forced off the field. The 
Black & Whites had also lost 
the powerful Neil Mauger to 
a shoulder injury in the first 
period. 

The final quarter was a 
tense and turgid affair with 
neither three quarter line 
creating clear cut chances 
and the forwards slugging it 
out in midfield.

his best game of the season, 
James Fa’aatuatu carried 
strongly in the centres and 
the defensive resilience of 
the side was evident once 
more. 

The campaign continues 
with the visit of Surrey ri¬ 
vals Dorking on Saturday 
(October 29) with a 3pm kick 
off at Rugby Lane.
